ABSTRACT 

It is an object of the present invention to provide 
a foam molding method for foaming and molding a f oamable 
material, which is free from problems, such as deformation 
5 of or continuation between closed cells. To achieve this 
object, there is provided a foam molding method for 
foaming a f oamable material, comprising the steps of 
providing a mold having a cavity, placing the cavity of 
the mold under a pressurized condition, foaming the 
10 f oamable material in the cavity of the mold under the 
pressurized condition, thus appropriately controlling 
foaming of the f oamable material, and releasing the 
pressurized condition of the cavity of the mold.

(57) Abstract: A method for foam molding including foaming a foaming material, characterized in that it comprises a step of pro- 
viding a mold having an internal space, a step of pressurizing the intemal space of the mold, a step of foaming the foaming material 
under pressure in the intemal space of the mold, to thereby control appropriately the foaming of the foaming material, and a step of 
releasing the intemal space of the mold from a pressurized state. The method can be advantageously used, in a foam molding of a 
foaming material, for preventing a closed cell in a foamed product from becoming deformed or shapeless. 
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
